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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1-13 are currently under examination, wherein the claim 1 has been 
amended in applicant's amendment filed on June 24, 2009. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

2. The previous rejections of Claims 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement as stated in the Office action 
dated March 26, 2009 is withdrawn in light of the applicant's amendment and remarks 
filed on June 24, 2009. The previous rejections of Claims 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as stated in the Office action dated March 26, 2009 are maintained as follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brink et al. (US 4,045,187) in view of Miller (US 4,617,105) as stated in the Office action 
dated March 26, 2009. 

With respect to the amended feature in the instant claim 1, Brink et al. ('187) 
does not add hydrogen in the slurry preparation step (col. 4, lines 4-16) and Brink et al. 
('187) in view of Miller ('105) discloses extracting coal in a nitrogen atmosphere at 
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atmospheric or elevated pressures (Miller ('105), col. 4, line 67 to col. 5, line 7) as 
discussed in the section 4 of the Office action dated March 26, 2009. 

Response to Arguments 
4. The applicant's arguments filed on June 24, 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

First, the applicant argues that the amended feature in the instant claim 1 is 
sufficiently described and supported in the instant specification and obviates the 
previous rejections of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as stated in the 
Office action dated March 26, 2009. In response, see the withdrawal of the previous 
rejections of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, and the reason of the 
rejection of the amended feature in the instant claim 1 as stated above. 

Second, the applicant argues that the examiner has erred in his interpretation of 
the description of Miller ('105). In response, the examiner notes that Miller ('105) 
discloses that the atmosphere during the extraction step can be air or an inert gas, e.g., 
nitrogen or helium at atmospheric or elevated pressures (col. 4, line 67 to col. 5, line 
14); and a process for thermal solvent refining or hydroliquefaction of non-anthracitic 
coal at elevated temperatures under hydrogen pressure in a hydrogen donor solvent 
(abstract), clearly suggesting that a hydrogen pressure and a nitrogen pressure (or an 
air pressure or a helium pressure) in a coal extraction process are functionally 
equivalent. The ground of the rejection of the claimed feature of no hydrogen addition 
based on the functional equivalence between hydrogen and nitrogen as stated in the 
Office action dated March 26, 2009 is proper and therefore maintained.
